Limitations of Population Projections 

The calculations and assumptions that form the basis for population projections are drawn from historical patterns 

of population change.  Thus, the accuracy of projections depends greatly on the degree to which recent historical 

patterns remain true into the future.  A host of external influences such as public policy initiatives, shifts in econom-

ic growth, or changes in migration can lead to new population trends that were not foreseen.

In 2015, the Enfield Labor Market Area (LMA) was the 

smallest in geographic area and had a labor force of 

49,500.  From 2010 through 2015, the size of the labor force 

declined slightly by 200 workers.  In 2015, the unemploy-

ment rate in this LMA was 5.2 percent, which was below 

the statewide rate of 5.6 percent.   

From 2010 to 2014 in the top 10 towns, housing stock grew 

with 0.2% (0.002) more units added.  Population turnover is 

average with 12 percent of residents (age 25+) having 

moved to a different location within the past year.  Hart-

ford accounts for a disproportionate amount of the popu-

lation turnover. 

Among the top 5 towns from 2010 to 2014, changes in me-

dian household income were mixed as were changes in 

unemployment.

In 2015, the Bridgeport-Stamford Labor Market Area 

(LMA) had the 2nd largest labor force in Connecticut at 

464,800.  From 2010 through 2015, the size of the labor 

force increased slightly by 700 workers.  In 2015, the un-

employment rate in this LMA was 5.5 percent, which was 

slightly lower than the statewide rate of 5.6 percent.   

From 2010 to 2014 in the top 10 towns, housing stock in-

creased with 2% units added.  Population turnover is aver-

age with 12 percent of residents (age 25+) having moved 

to a different location within the past year.  New Haven 

and Bridgeport account for most of the turnover.
